use of the proceeds of the Notes which, 
if such use had been reasonably expected 
on the date of issue of the Notes, would 
have caused the Notes to be "arbitrage 
bonds" within the meaning of Section 148 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 
(the "Code") and the Regulations 
thereunder and that it will comply with 
the requirements of that Section and the 
Regulations throughout the term of the 
Notes. 

(b) If the gross proceeds of the 
Notes are invested at a yield greater 
than the yield on the Notes and are not 
expended within six months from the

Debt Act and the funding of a portion of 
the 1989-1994 Capital Improvement 
Program constitutes a project within the 
menaing of the Local Government Unit 
Debt Act; and 

WHEREAS, the repayment of the 
Notes and the funding of the current 
portion of the 1989-1994 Capital 
Improvement Program is hereinafter 
referred to as the "1989 Capital 
Project", and 

WHEREAS, the City has entered 
contracts for portions of the cost of the 
1989 Capital Project and has received 
estimates for the costs of other portions; 
and 

WHEREAS, the City desires to fund 
its 1989 Capital Project by the issuance 
of its General Obligation Bonds, Series of 
1989 (the "Bonds"); and 

WHEREAS, the City intends to 
issue the Bonds in accordance with the 
terms of this Resolution and the Local 
Government Unit Debt Act, Act of July 
12, 1972, P.L. 781, No. 185, as amended 
and reenacted by Act No. 78-52, P.L. 
124, as amended by Act No. 81-19, P.L. 
54 and by Act No. 1986-34, P.L. 104 
("Debt Act"), to pay the costs of the 
1989 Capital Project; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 701 
of the Debt Act, the City has requested 
proposals to purchase the Bonds at a 
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public sale; and 

WHEREAS, the City has received 
proposals for the pur chaise of the Bonds; 
and 

WHEREAS, the proposals have been 
publicly opened and read; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh has determined to 
accept the best proposal for the purchase 
of the Bonds, to fix the interest rates to 
be borne by the Bonds, to authorize the 
sale and delivery of the Bonds and to 
take oter action necessary or appropriate 
in connection with the issuance and sale 
of the Bonds; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be and it 
hereby is resolved by the City council of 
the City of Pittsburgh that: 

SECTION 1. Acceptance and 
Rejection of Proposals. 

The proposal ("Accepted 

Proposal"), described under the caption 
"Accepted Proposal" on Schedule A 
attached hereto and made part hereof, is 
hereby determined to conform to the 
terms of the offering of the Bonds as set 
forth in the Official Notice of Sale and, 
on the basis of the lowest net effective 
interest rate determined in the manner 
stated in the Official Notice of Sale is 
hereby determined to be the best 
proposal conforming to the terms of the 
offering. Aht Accepted Proposed is 
hereby accepted and the remaining 
proposals, described under the caption 
"Rejected Proposals" on Schedule A, are 
hereby rejected. 

SECTION _ Incurrence _ of 

Indebtedness. 

For the purpose of providing funds 
for and toward the payment of costs, as 
such term is used in the Debt Act, of the 
1989 Capital Project, the incurring of 


nonelectoral debt by the City in the 
amount of $60,000,000 is hereby 
authorized. Such debt shall be evidenced 
by an issue of general obligation bonds of 
the City in the aggregate principal 
amount of $60,000,000 designated "City 
of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, General 
obligation Bonds, Series of 1989". 

SECTION _ Maturity _ and 

Interest Rates. 

The Bonds shall bear interest and 
mature as set out on Schedule B. 

SECTION 4. The Project. 

The City hereby undertakes as a 
project the 1989 Capital Project. The 
description of the 1989 Capital Project 
contained in the recitals to thie 
Resolution are hereby incorporated into 
this Section by reference as if set out at 
length. 

SECTION 5. Appointment of 
Payment Agent, Registrar and Sinking 
Fund Depositary. 

The City shall act as and is hereby 
appointed Paying Agent ("Paying Agent") 
and Registrar ("Registrar") for the 
Bonds, Mellon Bank, N.S., is hereby 
appointed Sinking Fund Depositary 
("Sinking Fund Depositary") for the 
Series of 1989 Bonds Sinking Fund 
created hereby. The Director ofFinance 
is hereby authorized, th the extent 
required to contract with Mellon Bank, 
N.A., Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, for its 
services as sinking Fund Depositary as 
such initial and annual charges as shall 
be appropriate and reasonable for such 
services. The City may, by Resolution, 
from titme to time appoint a successor 
Paying Agent, Sinking Fund Depositary 
or Registrar to fill a vacancy or for any 
other reason. 
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SECTION 6. Form of Bond, 
Interest Payment Dates and Record 

Dates. 

(a) General. The Bonds shall 
be issued in full registered form without 
coupons and shall be numbered in such 
manner as may be satisfactory to the 
City and the Paying Agent. Pursuant to 
recommendations promulgated by the 
Committee on Uniform Security 
Identification Procedures, "CUSIP" 
numbers may be printed on the Bonds. 
Each Bond shall be dated as of the date 
of its authentication. The Bonds shall be 
issued in denominations of $5,000 or any 
whole multiple thereof, and shall bear 
interest payable initially on March 1, 
1990, and on each March 1 and 
September 1 (each, an "Interest Payment 
Date") thereafter, from the Interest 
Payment Date, as the case may be, next 
preceding the date of such Bond to which 
interest has been paid, unless the date of 
such Bond is a date to which interest has 
been so paid, in which case from the date 
of such Bond, or unless the date of such 
Bond is prior to March, 1, 1990 or if no 
interest has been paid, from September 
1, 1989. 

(b) Record Date. The term 
"Regular Record Date" with respect to 
any Interest Payment Date shall mean 
the February 15, or August 15 
immediately preceding such Interest 
Payment Date. The person in whose 
name any Bond is registered at the close 
of business on any Regular Record Date 
with respect to any Interest Payment 
Date shall be entitled to receive the 
interest payable on such Interest 
Payment Date notwithstanding the 
cancellation of such Bond upon any 
transfer or exchange thereof subsequent 
to such Regular Record Date and prior to 
such Interest Payment Date, except if 
and to the extent that the City defaults 
in the payment of the interest due on 
such Interest Payment Date, in which 


case such defaulted interest shall be paid 
to the persons in whosenames 
outstanding Bonds are registered at the 
close of business on a Special Record 
Date established by the Paying Agent, 
notice of whichj shall have been mailed 
to all Registered Owners of Bonds not 
less than ten days prior to such date. 

(c) Full Book Entry System. 

(i) The Bonds shall be issued in 
the form of one fully registered bond for 
the aggregate principal amount of the 
Bonds of each maturity, which Bonds 
shall be registered in the name of Cede 
& Co., as nominee of the Depository 
Trust Company, New York, New York 
("DTC"). Except as provided in 
paragraph (vii) below, all of the Bonds 
shall be registered in the name of Cede 
& Co., as nominee of DTC; provided that 
if DTC shall request that the Bonds be 
registered in the name of a different 
nominee, the Paying Agent shall 
exchange all or any portion of the Bonds 
for an equal aggregate principal amount 
of jBonds registered in the name of such 
nominee or nominees of DTC. No person 
other than DTC or its nominee shall be 
entitled to receive from the City or the 
Paying Agent either a Bond or any other 
evidence of ownership of the Bonds, or 
any right to receive any payment in 
respect thereof unless DTC or its 
nominee shall transfer record ownership 
of all or any portions of the Bonds on the 
Bond Register (as such term is defined in 
Section 7 hereof), in connection with 
discontinuing the book entry system as 
provided in paragraph (vii) below or 
otherwise. 

(ii) So long as the Bonds or any 
portion thereof are registered in the 
name of DTC or any nominee thereof, all 
payments of the principal or redemption 
price of or interest on such Bonds shall 
be made to DTC or its nominee in 
immediately available funds on the dates 
provided for such payments in this 
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Resolution. Each such payment to DTC 
or its nominee shall be valid and 
effective to full discharge all liability of 
the City or the Paying Agent with 
respect to the principal or redemption 
price of or interest on the Bonds to the 
extent of the sum or sums so paid. In the 
event of the redemption of less than all 
of the Bonds outstanding of any 
maturity, the Paying Agrnt shall not 
require surrender by DTC or its nominee 
of theBonds so redeemed, but DTC (or its 
nominee) may retain such Bonds and 
make an approprate notation on the Bond 
certificate as to the amount of such 
partial redemption; provided that DTC 
shall deliver to the Paying Agent, upon 
request, a written confirmation of such 
partial redemption and thereafter the 
records maintained by the Paying Agent 
shall be conclusive as to the amount of 
Bonds of such maturity which have been 
redeemed. 

(iii) The City and the Paying 
Agent may treat DTC (or its nominee) as 
the sole and exclusive owner of the 
Bonds registered in its name for the 
purposes of payment of the principal or 
redemption price of or interest on the 
Bonds, selecting the Bonds oir portions 
thereof to be redeemed, giving any 
notice permitted or required to be given 
to Registered Owners under this 
Resolution, registering the transfer of 
Bonds, obtaining any consent or other 
action to be taken by Registered Owners 
and for all other purposes whatsoever; 
and neither the City nor the Paying 
Agent shall be affected by and notice to 
the contrary. Neither the City nor the 
paying Agent shall have any 
responsibility or obligation to any 
participant in DTC, andy person claiming 
a beneficial ownership interest in the 
Bonds under or through DTC or any such 
participant, or any other person which is 
not shown on the Register as being a 
Registered Owner, with respect to 
either; (1) the Bonds; or (2) the accuracy 


of any records maintained by DTC or any 
such participant; or (3) the payment by 
DTC or any such participant of any 
amount in fespect of the principal or 
redemption price of or interest on the 
Bonds; or (4) any notice which is 
permitted or required to be given to 
Registered Owners under this Resolution; 
or (5) the selection by DTC or any such 
participant of any person to receive 
payment in the event of a partial 
redemption of the Bonds; or (6) any 
consent given or other action taken by 
DTC as Registered Owner. 

(iv) So long as the Bonds or any 
portion thereof are registered in the 
name of DTC or any nominee tereof, all 
notices requrired or permitted to be 
given to the Registered Owners under 
this Resolution shall be given to DTC as 
provided in the representation letter to 
be delivered to DTC, in form and content 
satisfactory to DTC and the City, which 
the Director of Finance is hereby 
authorized to execute. 

(v) In connection with any notice 
or other communication to be provided 
to Registered Owners pursuant to this 
Resolution by the City or the Paying 
Agent with respect to any consent or 
other action to be taken by Registered 
Owners, DTC shall consider the date of 
receipt of notice requesting such consent 
or other action as the record date for 
such consent or other action, provided 
that the Cit or the Paying Agent may 
establish a special record date for such 
consent or other action. The City or the 
Paying Agent shall give DTC notice of 
such special record date not less than 15 
calendar days in advance of such specil 
record date to the extent possible. 

(vi) Any successor Paying Agent 
shall, in its written acceptance of its 
duties under this Resolution, agree to 
take any actions necessary from time to 
time to comply with the requirements of 
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the representation letter. 

(vii) The book-entry system for 
registration of the ownership of the 
Bonds may be discontinued at any time if 
either: (1) after notice to the City and 
the Paying Agent, DTC determines to 
resign as securities depository for the 
Bonds; or (2) after notice to DTC and the 
Paying Agent, the City determines that a 
continuation of the system of book-entry 
transfers through DTC (or through a 
successor securities depository) is not in 
the best interests or the City. In either 
of such events (unless in the case 
described in clause (2) above, the City 
appoints a successor securities 
depository), the Bonds shall be delivered 
in registered certificate form to such 
persons, and in such maturities and 
principal amounts, as may be designated 
by DTC, but without any liability on the 
part of the City or the Paying Agent for 
the accuracy of such designation. 
Whenever DTC requests the City and the 
Paying Agent to do so, the City and the 
Paying Agent shall cooperate with DTC 
in taking appropriate action after 
reasonable notice to arrange for another 
securities depository to maintain custody 
of certificates evidencing the Bonds. 

SECTION 7Bond Register, 
Registrations and Transfer. 

The City shall cause to be kept at 
the office of the City Treasurer or at the 
principal corporate trust office of any 
Paying Agent other than the City a 
register ("Bond Register") in which, 
subject to such reasonable regulations as 
it may prescribe, the City shall provide 
for the registration of Bonds and the 
registration of transfers and exchanges 
of Bonds. No transfer or exchange of 
any Bond shall be valid unless made at 
such office and registered in the Bond 
Register. 

Upon surrender of any Bond for 


registration of transfer, the City shall 
execute and the Paying Agent shall 
authenticate and deliver in the name of 
the transferee or transferees, a new 
Bond or Bonds of any authorized 
denomination, of the same interest rate 
and maturity, and in the same aggregate 
principal amount as the Bond so 
surrendered. 

Any Bond shall be exchangeable for 
other Bonds of the same maturity and 
interest rate, in any authorized 
denomination, in an aggregate principal 
amount equal to the principal amount of 
the Bond or Bonds presented for 

exchange. Upon surrender of any Bond 
for exchange, the City shall execute and 
the Paying Agent shall authenticate and 
deliver in exchange therefor the Bond or 
Bonds which the o wner m aking the 
exchange shall be entitled ro receive. 

All Bonds issued upon any 

registration of transfer or exchange shall 
be valid obligations of theCity, 

evidencing the same debt and entitled to 
the same benefits under this Resolution 
as the Bonds surrendered for such 

registration of transfer or exchange. 

Every Bond presented or 
surrendered for registration of transfer 
or exchange shall be duly endorsed, or be 
accompanied by a written instrument of 
transfer, in form and with guaranty of 
signature satisfactory to the City and 
the Registrar, duly executed by the 
Registered Owner thereof or his duly 
authorized agent or legal representative. 

No service charge shall be made 
for any transfer or exchange of any 
Bond, but the City may require payment 
of a sum sufficient to cover any tax or 
other governmental charge that may be 
imposed in connection with any transfer 
or exchange of Bonds. 

The City shall not be required to: 
(a) issue, or register the transfer or 
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exchange of, any Bond during aperiod of 
15 business days before any date of 
selection of Bonds to be redeemed; or (b) 
register the transfer or exchange of any 
Bond after it has been selected for 
redemption. 

SECTION_Execution_and 

Authentication. 

The Bonds shall be executed on 
behalf of the City by the Mayor, and 
shall have a facsimile of the corporate 
seal of the City affixed thereto, duly 
attested by the Director of Finance and 
countersigned by the City controller and 
said officers are hereby authorized and 
directed to execute the Bonds. The 
Bonds shall be authenticated by the 
manual execution of the Certificate of 
Authentication by the City Treasurer or 
by a duly authorized officer of the 
Paying Agent if the City is not the 
Paying Agent. No Bond shall be valid 
until such Certificate of Authentication 
shall have been duly executed and such 
authentication shall be conclusive and 
the only proof that any Bond has been 
issued pursuant to this Resolution and is 
entitled to any benefits conferred 
thereon under the provisions of this 
Resolution. The the extent that any one 
signature on a Bond (including the 
signature of the officer of the Payin 
Agent) is manual, all other signatures 
may be by facsimile. The Director of 
Finance is hereby authorized and 
directed to deliver the Bonds to the 
successful bidder names in the Accepted 
Proposal and receive payment therefor 
on behalf of the City after sale of the 
same in the manner required by law and 
this Resolution. 

SECTION 9. General Obligation 
Covenent. 

The Bonds are hereby declared to 
be general boligations of the City. The 
City hereby covenants with the 


Registered Owners from time to time of 
the Bonds outstanding pursuant to this 
Resolution that it will include the 
amount of the debt service as specified 
in this Section, subject to appropriate 
adjustment in the event of the optional 
redemption of any Bonds prior to 
maturity, on the Bonds for each fiscal 
year in which such sums are payable, in 
its budget for that year, will appropriate 
such amounts for such payments and will 
duly and punctually pay or cause to be 
paid the principal of the Conds and the 
interest thereon on the dates, at the 
places and in the manner stated therein, 
according to the tru intent and meaning 
thereof, and for such budgeting, 
appropriation and payment, the City does 
hereby pledge its full faith, credit and 
taxing power. The amount of the debt 
service which the City hereby covenants 
to pay on the bonds in each year is shown 
on schedule C which is attached hereto 
and incorporated herein by reference as 
if set out here at length. 

As provided in the Debt Act, the 
foregoing covenants are specifically 
enforceagle. 

SECTION 10. Redemption 

(a) Optional. The Bonds are 
subject to redemption prior to maturity 
at the option of the City as shown on 
Schedule D. 

(b) Mandatory. The Bonds 
are subject to mandatory redemption on 
the dates (each, a "Mandatory 
Redemption Date") and in the amounts 
shown on Schedule D. The City 
covenants to cause the Bonds to be 
redeemed on the Mandatory Redemption 
Dates and in the amounts shown on 
Schedule D, subject to its right which is 
reserved in Section 11, to satisfy that 
obligation by delivering to the Paying 
Agent and sinking Fund Depositary no 
later than 45 days before andy 
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Mandatory Redemption Date, for 
cancellation, Bonds of the maturity 
which are subject to mandatory 
redemption on that Mandatory 
Redemption Date. 

(c) Notice. Notice of any 

redemption shall be given by mailing a 
notice of redemption by first class mail, 
postage prepaid, not less than 30 nor 
more than 60 days prior to the 
redemption date to the Registered 
Owners of Bonds to be redeemed at the 
addresses which appear in the Bond 
Register, provided, howerver, that 
neither failure to mail such notice nor 
any defect in the notice so mailed or in 
the mailing thereof with respect to any 
one Bond shall affect the validity of the 
proceedings for the redemption of any 
other Bond. If the City shall have duly 
given notice of redemption and shall 
have deposited with the Sinking Fund 
Depositary funds for the payment of the 
redemption price of the Bonds so called 
for redemption, with accrued interest 
thereon to the date fixed for redemption, 
interest on such bonds shall cease to 
accrue after such redemption date. 

(d) CUSIP Numbers. Notices 
of redemption shall contain the 
applicable CUSIP numbers pertaining to 
the Bonds called for redemption (if then 
generally in use), and shall also contain 
the serial identification numbers printed 
on the Bonds. 

(e) Selection by Lot. If less 

than all Bonds maturing on any one date 

are to be redeemed at any time, the 
Paying Agent shall select by lot the 
Bonds to be redeemed at such time. 

(f) Portions of Bonds. Any 

portion of any Bond of a denomination 
larger than $5,000 may be redeemed, but 
only in the principal amount of $5,000 or 
nay intergral multiple threof. Prior to 
selecting Bonds for redemption, the 


Paying Agent shall assign numbers to 
each $5,000 portion of any Bond of a 
denomination larger than $5,000 and 
shall treat each portion as a separate 
Bond in the denomination of $5,000 for 
purposes of selection for redemption. 
Upon surrender of any Bond for 
redemption of a portion threof, the City 
Treasurer or other Paying Agent shall 
authenticate and deliver to the 
Registered Owner thereof a new Bond or 
Bonds of the same maturity and in any 
authorized denominations requested by 
the Registered Owner in an aggregate 
principal amount equal to the 
unredemmed portion of the Bond 
surrendered. 

SECTION 11. Sinking Fund. 

(a) Deposit. There is hereby 

established a sinking fund to be known as 
City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania Series 
of 1989 Bonds Sinking Fund ("Series of 
1989 Bonds Sinking Fund") into which the 
City covenants to deposit, and into which 
the Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to deposit (i) on or before 
March 1, 1990, and on or before each 
Interest Payment Date thereafter to an 
including September 1, 2014, amounts 
sufficient to pay the interest due on such 
dates on the Bonds then outstanding, and 
(ii) on or before September 1, 1990, and 
on or before each September 1 
thereafter to and including September 1, 
2014, amounts sufficient to pay the 
principal of the Bonds due on each such 
date at maturity or pursuant to the 
mandatory redemption requirements 
hereof. Should the amounts covenanted 
to be paid into the Seri8es of 1989 Bonds 
Sinking Fund be, at any time, inexcess of 
the net amounts required at such time 
for the payment of interest and 
principal, whether by reason of funds 
already on deposit in the Series of 1989 
Bonds Sinking Fund or by reason of the 
purchase or redemption of Bonds, or for 
some similar reason, the amounts 
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covenanted to be paid may reduced to 
the extent of the excess. 

(b) Credit _for_ Bonds 

Delivered. The City may satisfy any 
part of its obligations with respect to 
clause (a)(ii) by delivering to the Sinking 
Fund Depositary, for cancellattion, 
Bonds maturing or subject to mandatory 
redemption on the date on which such 
deposit is required. The City shall 
receive credit against such deposit for 
the face amount of the Bonds so 
delivered, provided that such Bonds are 
delivered to and received by the Sinking 
Fund Depositary (i) on or before the 
maturity date of the Bonds for which 
credit is requested, in the case of a 
deposit required for the payment of 
Fonds at maturity, or (ii) in the case of a 
deposit required to be made on a 
Mandatory Redemption Date, no later 
than 45 days prior to the Mandatory 
Redemption Date for which credit is 
requested. 

(c) Application of Funds. All 
sums in the Series of 1989 Bonds Sinking 
Fund shall be applied exclusively to the 
payment of principal and interest 
covenanted to be paid by Section 10 
hereof as the same from time to time 
become due and payable and the balance 
of said moneys over anbd above the sum 
so required shall remain in the Series of 
1989 Bonds Sinking Fund, to be applied to 
the reduction of future required deposits; 
subject, however, to investment or 
deposit at interest as authorized by 
law. The series of 1989 Bonds Sinking 
Funsd shall be kept as a separate account 
at the principal corporate trust office of 
the Sinking Fund Depositary. The 
Sinking Fund Depositary, without further 
authorization other than as herein 
contained, shall pay from themoneys in 
the Series of 1989 Bonds Sinking Fund, 
the interest on the Bonds as and when 
due to the Registered Owners on the 
appropriate Record Date and principal of 


the Bonds, as and when the same shall 
become due, to the Registered Owners 
thereof. 

(d) Optional _ Deposits. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, in the 
case of optional redemption of any or all 
of the Bonds as permitted by Section 10 
hereof, the Treasurer is hereby 
authorized and diredcted to deposit from 
time to time before the appropriate 
optional redemption date funds which 
shall be sufficient when they, either 
alone or together with the interest to be 
earned thereon, if any, will equal the 
principal of the Bonds so called for 
redemption and the premium, if any, and 
the interest thereon to the date fixed for 
redemption. 

SECTION_Disposition_of 

Proceeds. 

All moneys derived from the sale 
of the Bonds shall be deposited in the 
Clearing Account created pursuant to 
Section ZZ hereof or to the City’s Bond 
Fund and shall be and hereby are 
appropriated substantially to payment of 
thge cost of the 1989 Capital Project, 
including but not limited to payment of 
the Notes, payment of the costs and 
expenses of preparing, issuing and 
marketing the Bonds, and the payment of 
interest on the Bonds from September 1, 
1989, to the date of delivery and shall 
not be used for any other purposes, 
except as to any insubstantial amounts of 
money which may remain after fulfilling 
the purposes set forth herein, which 
minor amounts of remaining moneys shall 
promplty upon their determination be 
deposited in the Series of 1989 Bonds 
Sinking Fund and used for the payment of 
interest on the Bonds. 

SECTION 13. Cost and Realistic 
Useful Life. 

Reasonable cost estimates have 
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been obtained for the 1989 Capital 
Project (including but not limited to the 
capital items financed on an interim 
basis by the Notes) by taking bids and 
with the assistance of architests, 
engineers, financial advisors and other 
persons qualified by experience. The 
cost of the 1989 Captial Project is at 
least $60,000,000 and its useful life is at 
least thirty years from September 1, 
1989. 

Therefore, the maturities of the 
Bonds are in accordance with Section 
602(a)(2) and 1103 of the Debt Act. 

SECTION 14. Internal Revenue 
Code Covenants. 

(a) General. The City hereby 
covenants with the Registered Owners, 
from time to time, of the Bonds that no 
part of the proceeds of the Bonds will be 
used, at any time, directly or indirectly, 
in a manner which, if such use had been 
reasonably expected on the date of 
issuance of the Bonds, would have caused 
the Bonds to be arbitrage bonds within 
the meaning of Section 148 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986 ("Code") 
and the Regulations thereunder proposed 
or in effect at the time of such use and 
applicable to the Bonds, and that it will 
comply with the requirements of that 
section and the Regulations throughout 
the term of the Bonds. 

(b) Rebate. If the gross 
proceeds of the Bonds are invested at a 
yield greater than the yield on the bonds 
and are not expended within six months 
from the date of issuance, the City 
covenants that it will rebate to the U.S. 
Treasury, at the times and in the manner 
required by the Code, all investment 
income derived from investing the 
proceeds of the Bonds in an amount 
which exceeds the amount which would 
have been derived from the investment 
of the proceeds of the Bonds at a yield 


not in excess of the yield on the Bonds. 

(c) Filing. The City will file 

IRS Form 8038-G and any other forms or 
information required by the Code to be 
filed in order to permit the interest on 
the Bonds to be excluded from gross 
income tax for federal income tax 
purposes.

The officers of the City 
or any of them, are authorized and 
directed to advertise a notice of 
adoption of this Resolution in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the 
City within fifteen (15) days after final 
adopt ion. The City Clerk is here by 
directed to make a copy of this 
Resolution available for inspection by 
any citizen during normal office hours. 

The action of the officers of the 
City in inviting proposals for the 
purchase of the Bonds is hereby 
approved. The form of the Notice of 
Availability of the Official Notice of 
Sale, the Official Notice of Sale and the 
Proposal Form are hereby approved. 

SECTION 16Appointment of 
Professionals. 

The City hereby appoints Eckert 
Seamans Cherin 8c Mellott and King, 
Abrams 8t Burney, as Co-Bond Counsel, 
for the purpose of rendering any and all 
necessary opinions with respect to the 
Bonds. 

SECTION Filing_With 

Department of Community Affairs. 

The City Clerk is hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare, 
verify and file with the Department of

SECTION 1. That the Revenues of said City derived from taxes and other sources for the Fiscal Year beginning January 1, 
1990 and ending December 31, 1990 including therein cash surplus on hand at the close of Business on December 31, 1989, 
are hereby appropriated in the General Fund the sum of $320,869,061.00, to pay the expenses of conducting the Public 
Business of the City of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt charges thereof during the said period beginning January 1, 1990 
and ending December 31, 1990 as well as all encumbrances incurred prior to January 1, 1990 for which services have not 
actually been rendered, or Supplies, Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to December 31, 1989 and so reported 
to the City Controller. Said encumbrances shall be charged to the proper Appropriation Accounts against which 
encumbrances have been originally charged, and all unexpended balances of Appropriations remaining open upon the books 
of the City Controller at the close of the Fiscal Year 1989, shall be and the same are hereby ordered to be cancelled except 
such amounts as shall be required for payments for salaries and wages earned, services actually rendered or Supplies, 
Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to December 31, 1989 and so reported to the City Controller, or such 
amounts as shall be directed to be carried over to the Fiscal Year 1990 by Resolution or Ordinance of Council. 



SECTION 2. No liability shall be incurred against any appropriation item in excess of the unencumbered balance thereof, 
and said appropriation item shall be administered subject to and in conformity with the following terms and conditions: 

A. Data required for preparation of Payrolls shall be submitted to the City Treasurer 
in such form, and at such time as he may prescribe; this data to include records of 
employment, time worked, whether compensation is based upon hours or days worked, 
quantity of work performed, or upon a monthly or annual salary basis, and such 
other records or reports with reference to personal service as may be required. 

B. Payrolls shall be prepared by the City Treasurer upon the basis of such records

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The Director of the Department of General Services is hereby authorized and directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department, all necessary supplies, materials, equipment and machinery for such department; provided, 
however, that no requisition of any department shall be filled by the Director of the Department of General Services in 
excess of the unencumbered balance of the Appropriation properly chargeable, and that no order shall be issued by the 
Director of the Department of General Services or by the head of any other Department of the City Government, until it 
has been approved by the City Controller. Payments on account of direct purchase shall be made from the amounts 
hereinafter appropriated thereof respectively. Purchase made by the Director of the Department of General Services to go 
into stores shall be paid from the fund provided for such purposes, and when as directed by the City Controller; said fund 
shall be reimbursed from other appropriations to the extent of deliveries made from stores. 

SECTION 4. Council may, by Resolution of the Finance Committee from time to time, restrict expenditures from the 
Appropriations made hereby, both as to amounts of expenditures and the periods within which expenditures may be made, 
and also, by Resolution of the Finance Committee at any time cancel in whole or in part any unencumbered balance of any 
said Appropriations. 

SECTION 5. For purposes of Administration and Accounting Control, the Code Numbers indicated herein shall be 
considered as part of the Appropriation titles. 
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CITY COUNCIL 


The Council of the City of Pittsburgh consists of nine members elected by direct o serve a term of four years. It is the 
City’s legislative body and is divided into nine committees which include Finance; Public Works; General Services; 
Water; Parks and Recreation; Public Safety; Engineering and Construction; Hearings; and Planning, Housing and 
Development. Each committee has its chairperson appointed by the President of Council, and the President is elected by 
the members of Council. In addition to the regular committees of Council, sub-committees are appointed by the 
President as business coming before Council necessitates. Members are also appointed to the boards of Carnegie 
Library of Pittsburgh and Buhl Planetarium. 

City Council’s regular meetings are held twice weekly--Tuesday and Wednesday. The legislative session is held on 
Tuesday for presentation and final action on matters governing the City of Pittsburgh. Standing committees of Council 
meet on Wednesday to deliberate on bills that have been presented in the Tuesday meetings. Public hearings are held on 
proposed legislation and investigations are made of complaints and problems that the citizens of the City bring to 
Council’s attention. 

Council makes the laws governing the City of Pittsburgh; appropriates the money for the operation of the City; 
approves Mayoral appointments; reviews the proposed Operating, Capital Improvement and Salary Budgets submitted 
by the Mayor and enacts enabling legislation; regulates revenues and expenditures; incurs debt; and carries out its 
duties as established by the Home Rule Charter and state laws. 

Council has a staff including the Budget Controller’s Office under the direction of the City Clerk. The City Clerk is 
elected by the members of City Council, and is responsible for the due, proper and faithful performance of all matters 
and things done and performed for the operation of City Council.

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The Mayor’s Office is responsible for the elected and ceremonial functions of the Office of the Mayor and the 
administrative functions of governing the City. The Office of the Mayor serves as the administrative head of the City bv 
overseeing the supervision and operation of all City departments/The Mayor’s Service Center acts as the Mayor's 
ombudsman for all citizen problems and provides assistance in their contacts with City departments. 

The Office of Management and Budget monitors the operating and capital budgets and serves as staff to the Mayor in 
the annual preparation of the City’s operating budget. This office also reviews and evaluates department operations and 
initiates management and operational changes, as appropriate. 

The City Information Systems Office provides computer system services to all City departments. These services include 
on-line, time sharing and word processing capabilities, as well as the processing of Citv taxes, payroll, and other 
programs designed to help in the management of the City.

Pittsburgh Magistrates Court is comprised of City Court, Traffic Court and Housing Court. These courts are 
responsible for adjudicating cases involving violations of various state laws and local ordinances. These cases are 
heard by Magistrates who are appointed for fixed terms by the Mayor, with the approval of City Council. 

City Court hears all original matters prosecuted by the Pittsburgh Police Bureau, including arraignments and 
preliminary hearings in felony and misdemeanor cases, and trials involving summary offenses under the Pennsylvania 
Crimes Code and Pittsburgh Ordinances. 

Traffic Court is responsible for adjudicating all violations cited under the Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle Code, 
Pittsburgh Parking Ordinances, and Driving Under the Influence charges. 

Housing Court hears cases involving violations of various laws relating to housing, health, and safety, including 
Pittsburgh’s Building Code, Zoning Code and Fire Prevention Code, and the Allegheny County Health Code. The 
Housing Court oversees the work 01 the Housing Clinic.

OVERALLGOAL 

The Magistrates Court adjudicates the City’s criminal, traffic, and housing court cases in accordance with the law in an efficient and 
judicious manner.

HUMAN RELATIONS 


The Commission on Human Relations administers the City’s fair practices provisions of the City Code which make it 
unlawful to discriminate on the basis of race, color, religion, ancestry, national origin or place of birth, sex, and non-iob 
related handicaps or disability in employment, housing and public accommodations. Such complaints are designated as 
"formal" and may be filed by an individual or organization claiming to be aggrieved by an alleged discriminatory act 
The Commission may also initiate complaints in its own name. 

Formal complaints are investigated by the staff and reported to the Commission for decisions. Where discrimination is 
found to exist, attempts are made to seek a satisfactory adjustment by voluntary conciliation. When conciliation fails, 
the Commission may hold public hearings, issue orders and otherwise seek legal enforcement of its decisions. 

In addition to formal complaints, the Commission is mandated to study and investigate conditions having an adverse 
effect on intergroup relations in the City of Pittsburgh. Accordingly, the Commission works with community members 
to attempt settlement of disputes or problems involving prejudice, intolerance or intergroup tension. The Commission 
also trains Police Officers to assist them in recognizing their vital role in community relations disputes. 

The Contract Compliance Specialist, by Executive Order of the Mayor, coordinates activities to assure minority 
business participation in construction contracts let by the City. This process includes pre-award and post-award 
compliance monitoring. 

Commission members and staff participate in speaking engagements and similar public information and technical 
assistance activities to effectuate the goals of the Human Relations Ordinance. 

As part of its work in fair practices complaints, the Commission cooperates with the federal agencies having concurrent 
jurisdiction, namely the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission and the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development.

The City Controller is an elected official serving a four-year term. 

The Controller’s duties include: conducting fiscal audits of Council, units of government, and all agencies and trusts; 
conducting periodic performance audits of all agencies, trusts, Council, and all units of government; preparing monthly 
and quarterly reports on revenue and expenditures; submitting an annual report showing revenues, receipts, debt and 
expenditures and their sources; maintaing separate accounts for each Item or appropriation; making certain that no 
appropriation is overdrawn and that no appropriation for one item is used for any other purpose; making certain that 
sufficient funds from which a warrant is payable are actually on hand; countersigning all contracts, agreements, 
vouchers, and warrants; and auditing preliminary accounts of campaign contributions and expenses. 

The City Controller is also the Controller for the Board of Education and a Director of each of the City’s three pension 
funds.

GOAL STATEMENT-CITY CONTROLLER 


OVERALLGOAL 

The Office of City Controller provides an independent check on City fiscal practices. The Controller has the power to conduct financial 

and performance audits and is responsible for ensuring that actual spending is consistent with approved appropriations. 

1988 - 1989 ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

• Initiated a study to upgrade or replace the accounting software package now used by the Controllers Office so that reporting 
requirements are more quickly and efficiently met. 

• Raised over $27,000 for the City through the sale of old bonds at the Convention Center. 

• Prepared 400 financial statements, audited and printed 70,000 warrants, processed 900 contracts and A-Bids, and input 95,000 
vouchers. 

• Improved document management through use of personal computers and microfilming equipment.

• To consolidate the accounting systems now in use throughout the City into one automated financial system meeting the needs of 
all users. 

• To cross-train fiscal and performance audit staffs so that a single combined audit of appropriate agencies can be accomplished.

• Improve the coordination between the accounting staff and independent auditors to achieve more timely financing reporting.

The Treasury Division is comprised of three sections: Cash Management, Payroll, and Internal Auditing. The Cash 
Management Section invests all City funds to maximize interest earnings on available rash. The Payroll Section is 
responsible for ensuring that City paychecks are distributed on a timely basis in accordance with all collective 
bargaining agreements and government regulations. 

The Employee Benefits Division is comprized of two divisions: the administration of the City’s fringe benefits and 
workers compensation. 

The Tax Collection Division is responsible for collecting all self-assessed taxes due the City and School district. These 
functions are performed first by the Business Tax and the Wage and Occupation 'Fax Sections. These sections are 
supported bv the Audit, Investigation, and Accounts Receivable Sections, who enforce compliance with the City’s tax 
laws and collect delinquent taxes. The Data Entry Section supports the tax sections by maintaining and updating all 
master tax files. 

The Real Estate Division is responsible for collecting real estate taxes due the City and School District and conducting 
Treasurer’s sales. The Three Taxing Bodies section maintains and disposes of tax delinquent property jointly owned by 
the City of Pittsburgh, Allegheny County, and Pittsburgh School District.

Headed by the City Solicitor, who supervises a 
staff of attorneys. iu\estimators, stenographers and clerks, the Department renders legal opinions and advice to the 
IMav or, Cilv Council, and the \ arious City departments. 

I'he Law Department represents the City in court actions iin olv ing damage claims against (he City and in other actions, 
including the defense of ordinances against allegation of unconstitutionalily; civil rights actions; suits for collection of 
taxes; enforcement of such ordinances as the Zoning, Ruilding and Traffic Codes; damage claims liv the City against 
pet sons who have damaged Citv property or equipment; eminent domain cases dealing with the taking of properly b»r 
public purposes; and intervention in tax assessment matters to help ensure fair valuation of taxable real estate. The 
Department participates in Worker’s Compensation and Civ il Service eases, as well ns police and fire trial boards. 

I lie Law Department represents the interests of Pittsburgh citizens in proceedings before such regulatory agencies as 
the Public Ltility Commission and the Milk Marketing Hoard, by seeking to protect the City and its citizens against 
excessiv e gas and electric utility rates and milk prices. 

I hrough its Claims Pi\ ision, the Department processes claims and recommends payment or settlement in proper cases. 
I he Law Department is responsible for the filing and revival of liens and for the drafting or approval of proposed 
ordinances, resolutions, deeds, leases, contracts, legal pleadings, and briefs.

The Department of Personnel and Civil Service consists of three functional divisions, each with a specific area of 
responsibility and together serving the personnel needs of the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Division of Employment Development includes the Civil Service Commission and has responsibility for 
recruitment, EEO reporting, Affirmative Action, investigations, record maintenance, physical examinations, test 
preparation and administration, and job analysis. This Division is responsible for the implementation of personnel 
programs and policies. This Division also ensures that the City complies with all local, state, and federal legislation and 
court decisions regarding employment practices. The Division of Employment Development administers these 
personnel functions for all applicants for employment and all current employees. 

The Division of Organization, Planning and Research is responsible for the research, design and implementation of 
personnel programs, such as pay and classification, the Employee Assistance Program (EAP), the Employee Handbook, 
employee orientation, performance evaluation, human resource utilization, and the administration of the deferred 
compensation and unemployment compensation programs. This Division is responsible for the design and 
implementation of City-wide training programs such as Executive/Mana^ement seminars, supervisory and foreman 
de\e!opment programs, etc. This Division compiles and analyzes statistical data and other information for wage 
surveys, personnel research, labor negotiations and arbitration. This Division also serves as staff to the Appeals Board. 

The Di\ ision of Employment and Training Grant Administration, known as the Pittsburgh Partnership, is responsible 
for providing training and employment to unemployed residents of the City of Pittsburgh through employment and 
training programs funded by federal, slate, or private sector funding sources. This includes the planning, development, 
and administration of the programs, classroom training, employability development, on-the-job training, placement, and 
job development. This Division is responsible for the preparation of proposals and plans for various funding sources, 
ensuring compliance with federal laws and regulations, fiscal control and auditing, collection, maintenance and 
reporting of statistical data, negotiating contracts, and monitoring the employment and training activities.

CITY PLANNING 

The Department of City Planning functions under a nine member City Planning Commission appointed by the Mayor. 


Commissioners serve without pay for six-yenr staggered terms. The mnif function of the Department of City Planning is 
to make recommendations to the Mayor and Council on the allocation of resources to promote the orderly development 
and redevelopment of the City. The resources which the Department deals with include private land, which is controlled 
through zoning and subdivision regulations, and public funds for physical construction, which arc controlled through 
the Capital Program. 

The Commission is required by law to prepare and adopt a Master Plan. This requirement is met through the annual 
publication of a Six-Year Development Program, which combines in a single document Ihe long-range plans for the City, 
the current policies and programs for implementing those plans, and a recommended Six-Year Capital Program of 
specific projects. In addition to the Six-Year Development Program, the Department also assists the Mayor in the 
preparation of an annual Capital Budget and the Community Development Program. 

To fulfill its comprehensive planning responsibilities, the Department undertakes planning studies in various 
functional areas, including: housing, environment, transportation, recreation, economic development and information 
systems. This work includes liaison with other City and governmental agencies and the monitoring of consultant 
studies. The Department also is responsible for the development, administration, monitoring, and evaluation of the 
Community Development Block Grant Program. 

The Department has responsibility for administering the Zoning Ordinance and sub-division regulations. 
Development proposals requiring zoning changes are reviewed by the planning staff and recommendations are made lo 
the Planning Commission for its consideration. Variances, special exceptions, and interpretations of the Zoning 
Ordinance are made by the Board of Adjustment, a three member board appointed by the Mayor with the approval of 
City Council. 

The Department provides an ongoing mechanism for community participation through its community planning 
program. A professional planner is assigned on a full-time basis to each of a number of the large residential districts 
within the City. This planner serves as prime liaison betv* con the local community and the City Planning Department, as 
technical assistant to local neighborhood groups, and as development coordinator and expeditor of public acti\itics 
within ihe community. This mechanism has permitted community groups and individuals to have a voice in the most 
important recommendations made by the City Planning Commission, including those on the Capital Budget and on the 
Community Development Block Grant Program. 896

GENERAL SERVICES 


The Department of General Services is responsible for procurring all goods and services required by the various City 
Departments. The Department is also responsible for the administration of the Bureau of Fleet Management, Printing 
Office, Radio Shop, the City's Motor Pool, Warehouse, and Bureau of Repairs and Operating Maintenance. 


The General Office and Purchasing Division assist departments in preparing specifications for bids. It also advertises 
for prospective supplies, tabulates the bids received, and awards contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
Department seeks to acquire the needed goods and services at the lowest cost compatible with high standards of quality 
through the process of competive bidding for all City purchases and rentals. The Department reviews purchases in 
order to standardize the goods acquired to permit bulk purchases. 

The Bureau of Fleet Management purchases and maintains the City's fleet of approximately 1,300 vehicles. It operates 
two garage facilities, and is responsible for fueling and towing activites. The City's Motor Pool coordinates the 
availability of City vehicles for use on City business. 

The Telecommunications section is responsible for the design, installation, maintenance, and upgrading of all two-way 
radio communications equipment and facilities used by the City. Telecommunications also coordinates all service for the 
City’s voice and data telecommunications network and is responsible for all related billings. 

The Printing Office performs various duplicating, offset printing, binding and graphic services required by the City. 

The Warehouse Section maintains an inventory of over 150 office supply items to be used by the various City 
departments. The Warehouse also manages the surplus program and maintains the City's inventory control program. 

The Bureau of Repairs and Operating Maintenance is responsible for repairs, alterations, and maintenance of City 
facilities and it provides housekeeping and custodial services to the City-County Building.

• Initiated a Gas Card Program to reduce out-of-service time of Public Safety vehicles, resulting in increased service to City 
residents.

The Department Environmental Services is responsible for helping City residents maintain a clean, aesthetically 
appealing, and healthy environment. The Department has three operating divisions designed to reach its goals. 

- Residential Solid Waste Collection and Disposition 

• Animal Control 

- Rodent Control 

The Residential Solid Waste Division collects and disposes of household solid wastes on a weekly basis. In 1990, this 
division is responsible for implementing a residential recycling program in order to comply with the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania’s Recycling Act 

The Animal Control Division is responsible for the enforcement of the ordinances governing the City’s animal 
population and animal owners. 


The Rodent Control Division has the responsibility of advising the general public on the connection

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GOAL STATEMENT - ENVIRONMENTAL SERVICES 


OVERALLGOAL 

The Department of Environmental Services coordinates the collection and disposal of solid waste for the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh. In addition, the Department of Environmental Services provides animal and rodent control services aimed at the 
prevention and/or elimination of these problems. 

1988 - 1989 ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

• Refuse collection routes were reduced from seventy-four to sixty-six. This was accomplished without any loss or reduction of 
service to the public. 

• Refuse collection days were changed in 1989 in order to balance the inconvenience of missed collections due to holidays. 

• An Animal Spay and Neuter Voucher System was introduced in 1989 to subsidize the expense of spaying and neutering City 
residents’ pets. 

LONG-RANGE OBJECTIVES 

• To comply with the provisions of the recycling law, Pennsylvania Act 101 of 1988, in terms of waste minimization or reduction, 
removal of or minimizing of hazardous waste going into landfills, and meeting the goal of recycling 25% of the waste stream. 

• To structure the Rodent Control Program to focus on preventive measures including working with community groups and school 
educational programs. 

• To decrease the size of the stray population in Pittsburgh through spaying and neutering. 

• To increase the licensing and vaccination of pets. 

SHORT-RANGE OBJECTIVES 

• Develop and implement a recycling program in the City of Pittsburgh. 

• Train accounting personnel on the various computer systems operating in the City, 

• Improve the data collection procedures necessary for evaluation of the trash collection system.

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DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC SAFETY 


The Department of Public Safety consists of the Office of Professional Responsibility, Safety and Inspections, and five 
Bureaus-Emergency Medical Services, Fire, Building Inspection, Police, and Administration. 

The Office of Professional Responsibility investigates and assists in resolving complaints concerning the conduct of 
Public Safety employees. The office also performs background investigations on candidates for employment with the 
department. 

The Office of Safety and Inspections manages the department’s safety and inspection programs. These programs 
focus on decreasing accidents, preventing injury, and returning people to work. The Office of Safety and Inspections is 
also responsible for maintaining the City’s Disaster Plan. 

The Administration and Support Services Bureau consists of four divisions. The Education and Training Division 
operates the Public Safety Academy and provides educational and training services to Public Safety emplovees. The 
Communication Services Division receives emergency calls from the public and dispatches an appropriate t> pe of 
response. The Support Services Division includes: the Records Section, which provides departmental information; the 
Identification Section, which is jointly funded by the City and Allegheny County; and the Warrant Office and cell block, 
which are part of the criminal justice system. 'The Research and Evaluation Di\ ision is responsible for designing and 
implementing operational and management systems. 

The Potice Bureau is responsible for the protection of life and property, enforcement of criminal and traffic law. and 
crime prevention. 'The Operations Division includes six zones, traffic control, and special operations. 'The 
Investigations Division investigates and solves crimes against persons and property, and the Office of Organized 
Crime, Narcotics and Intelligence combats illegal drug manufacture, distribution, sale and use. 

The Bureau of Building Inspection is responsible for regulating all construction, demolition, and occupancy. It issues 
all permits required by code for building repair, alteration, or addition, and all permits required for new construction 
within the City. 

TIie Tire Bureau provides fire prevention and fire suppression services. The Suppression Division operates the 
firefighting companies. The Prevention Division conducts com muni tv education progrn ms and arson inv esti gat ions. 

The Emergency MedicnI Services Burenu is responsihie for i he prov ision of emergent* v medleal and rescue serv ices to 
residents and visitors. 'The Ambulance Division provides life support and hospital transport. The Rescue Division 
extricates victims from entrapment. 93H 














DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 
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GOAL STATEMENT - DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 


OVERALLGOAL 

The Departmentof Public Safety will direct, support and coordinate the delivery of police, fire, emergency medical and building 
inspection services to promote and ensure the safety and well-being of the citizens and visitors of the City of Pittsburgh. Each 
individual bureau also has an overall goal. 

The Administration Bureau will ensure that oil of the bureaus of the Department of Public Safety have the necessary resources to 
effectively do their jobs, to coordinate multi bureau activities, to link services needs with service providers, to develop and maintain 
sLaff knowledge and skills and to organize and provide information that promotes better managementdecisions. 

The Police Bureau will support life and property and enforce the laws and ordinances of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

The Fire Bureau will prevent and decrease the likelihood of fires and promptly and effectively suppress fires to contain and reduce 
potential damage and loss. 

The Emergency Medical Services Bureau will prevent loss of life, increase the likelihood of survivability, decrease severity of injury, 
prevent further injury and maintain patient functioning. 

The Bureau of Building Inspection will ensure that buildings conform to code and ore safe to occupy. 

1988-1989 ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

• Implemented the City’s new Computer Aided Dispatch (CAD) system. 

• Established the Office of Organized Crime Narcotics and Intelligence, and implemented Operation Impact to disrupt and stop 
illegal drug sales, use and distribution resulting in 130 crack related arrests in the first five months of 1989 compared to no 
crack related arrests for the same time period during the prior year. 

• Implemented a Critical Incident Debriefing Program to safeguard 9taff well-being and restore stafT functioning after exposure to 
traumatic incidents. 

• Established the Pittsburgh City Schools’ Public Safety Magnet Program to prepare students for public safety careers. 

• Revised the Fire Company Inspection Program and conducted more than 5,000 inspections within the first three months of this 
program. 

LONG - RANGE OBJECTIVES 

• To complete a comprehensive evaluation of the Fire Bureau, yielding recommendations to improve the efficiency and 
effectiveness of the bureau. 

• To implement a Computer Assisted Report Entry system, so that police can call in their reports from the field. This will increase 
the time that police officers are available for service and provide investigative units with timely and accurate information on 
current criminal activities. 

• To hire qualified graduates of the Public Safety Magnet Program as uniformed Public Safety Officers. 

SHORT-RANGE OBJECTIVES 

• Implement a performance appraisal system within the Investigations Division of the Police Bureau. 

• Install an Automated Fingerprint Identification System (AFIS). 940 

• Automate the Bureau of Building Inspection’s permit processing. 

• Conduct a public education and information campaign on appropriate use of ambulance services.

AND CONSTRUCTION 


The Department of Engineering and Construction is responsible for implementing the City’s Capital Improvement 
Program. These responsibilities include the architectural and engineering design of all capital projects, and the 
monitoring and administration of the construction projects. 

The Bureau of Engineering is responsible for the design of projects in the Capital Improvement Program related to 
Bridges and Structures, Streets and Traffic, and Water and Sewers. This Bureau prepares projects from the design 
phase to the construction phase by either designing the project in-house or by engaging appropriate design and 
engineering consultants. 

The Bureau of Architecture, comprised of graduate and registered architects, is responsible for the design of projects 
related to City-owned buildings, parks and playgrounds, swimming pools, etc. This Bureau, oversees projects from 
design through construction by engaging architectural and landscaping consultants or by designing tne project in- 
house. 

The Bureau of Construction Is responsible for all of the Capital Improvement Program’s construction contracts. 
These responsibilities include the day-to-day monitoring of all construction contractors, the inspection of all 
construction work in the field and testing lab, and the review and approval of all payment invoices. 

The Bureau of Administration is responsible for administrative, personnel, and financial activities within the 
Department of Engineering andConstruction. These responsibilities include: payroll, accounts payable, processing of 
contractor and consultant invoices, preparing reimbursement requests, writing departmental resolutions, preparing 
departmental budgets, and preparing financial reports for various City departments.

The Department of Public Works is responsible for maintaining and improving the City’s systems of streets and 
sewers, bridges, and cable communications. 


The Street and Sewer Maintenance Division is responsible for maintaining the City's streets, sewers, and catch basins. 
The Street Repair Division coordinates all street resurfacing activities. The Heavy Equipment Repair Division repairs 
all specialty equipment used by the Department. The Traffic Control Division maintains the City's traffic control 
system. The Painting Division paints all lines on City streets and produces and installs all traffic control signs. 


The Construction Division employs skilled craftsmen who are capable of performing a variety of special and regular 
maintenance projects that would be more expensive if performed by contractors. Many small projects can be built 
quickly by this division in instances where regular maintenance will not suffice. 


The Bureau of Cable Communications regulates the City's cable franchises.

The Department of Public Works is responsible for maintaining and improving the City’s systems of streets and 
sewers, bridges, and cable communications. 

The Street and Sewer Maintenance Division is responsible for maintaining the City’s streets, sewers, and catch basins. 
The Street Repair Division coordinates all street resurfacing activities. The Heavy Equipment Repair Division repairs 
all specialty equipment used by the Department. The Traffic Control Division maintains the City’s traffic control 
system. The Painting Division paints all lines on City streets and produces and installs all traffic control signs. 

The Construction Division employs skilled craftsmen who are capable of performing a variety of special and regular 
maintenance projects that would be more expensive if performed by contractors. Many small projects can be built 
quickly by this division in instances where regular maintenance will not suffice. 

The Bureau of Cable Communications regulates the City’s cable franchises.

1 hroughout the year, the Department of Parks and Recreation provides a spectrum of services that enable 
Pittsburghers of all ages to partake in physical, cultural, en\ ironmcntnl learning and recreational experiences that add 
to a richer and fuller lifestyle. The llureaus of Administration, Itccrealion, Parks, and the Pittsburgh Zoo develop, 
maintain, and operate programs and facilities that improve the standard of li\ ing for all residents. 

Recreation programs are provided in neighborhood recreation centers, senior citizen centers, public schools, and 
playgrounds. Over 2,500 acres of parklands, including swimming pools, picnic shelters, ballfields, tennis courts, 
parklets, and tot lots, are maintained on a daily basis. In addition to community facilities, the Department boasts such 
special facilities as the Pittsburgh Zoo, Pittsburgh Aviary, Schenley Park Golf Course, and Phipps Conservatory. 

New programs and facilities are implemented and existing programs evaluated and enhanced as a direct result of 
community input and involvement. In addition to an informational effort which maintains open lines of communication 
between the Department and the public, community meetings are scheduled to provide greater forums for discussion 
and planning of recreational needs. The Department continually surveys the impact of its programs and facilities while 
at the same time striving to improve the effectiveness of its operations.

On May 1, 1984, the City of Pittsburgh entered inlon Leasennd Management Agreement with the Pittsburgh Water nnd Sewer 
Authority to ensure the continued operation of the existing water nnd sewer system, nnd to implement n seven (7j yenr cnpitnl improvement 
progrnm. Under the terms of this Agreement, the City nets ns Agent to operate nnd maintain an efficient nnd effective water and sewer system 
for the customers served by the system. 

The Department of Water is comprised of four (4) divisions which coordinate to deliver potable water that is safe for huninn consumption nnd 
in adequate supply to ensure Tire protection for the community. 

The Administration Division includes the Steno-CIerical, Management Information, Accounts HeceivnbleJ’nynble, and Customer Service 
Sections. The Steno-Clerical Section provides support for the day-to-day activities generated by the various Water Department divisions.! he 
Management Information Section is engaged in computer programming such as billing, operations nnd inventory control, and records 
updating. The Accounts Recelvable'Payable Section Is responsible for monitoring customer accounts nnd investigating delinquent accounts, 
processing invoices and requisitions, nnd balancing the quarterly appropriations. The Customer Service Section is responsible for reading 
meters, billing, and responding to customer inquiries concerning service. 

The F.ngineering Division acts as liaison between the Department of Water nnd the Department of Engineering nnd Construction for the 
effective implementation of the Pittsburgh Water nnd Sew er Authority’s $260 million Cnpitnl Improvement Progrnm. They nre also responsible 
for the management nnd coordination of valve, hydrant, and serv ice line records nnd the remote meter instnllntion progrnm. 

I he Distribution Division includes the Operations nnd Mnintennnce Section nnd the Service Section. The Operations nnd Maintenance 
Section maintains 1,200 miles of pipe, 25,000 v nlv es, 7,000 fire hy drnnts, and other nppurtennnces thnt comprise the wnter distribution s\ stem. 
The Service Section provides a similar service for thnt portion of the distribution system that lies between the mnin anti the customer's curb 
stop, commonly known as the service line. The Service Section also performs wnter meter installations, repair work, and the preliminary 
investigation of service requests. The Distribution Division is divided geographically into the Mission District nnd the Rrillinnt District. 



The Purification and Pumping Division is involved in the treatment nnd purification of raw water, and is responsible for the operation and 
mnintennnce of 11 pump stations, 6 reservoirs, nnd 10 stornge tanks. This division includes the General Office, Operations and Maintenance, 
and Laboratory Sections. The Operations nnd Maintenance Section regulates the pumps, clarifiers, filters, valves, and other appurtenances 
neressnry to provide potnble wnter to the reservoirs and stornge tanks. The Laboratory Section constantly monitors the quality of water at 
v nrious locations to ensure that nil required standards nre met and to provide test information to the Operations and Maintenance Section for 
proper treatment measures.

RESOLUTION—Fixing the number of officers and employees of the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensation 
thereof, and setting minimum levels for designated positions. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF TIIE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That from and after the first day of January, 1990, the number of officers and employees of all Departments 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensation thereof, shall be and the same are hereby fixed and established as 
herein set forth. 

SECTION Z. To ensure the capacity of the City to provide an effective level of Municipal services which will meet the 
economic, physical and social needs of its citizens, residents, visitors and neighborhoods during the Fiscal Year for which 
this Resolution shall be in force, those positions designated by Section 3 of this Resolution shall remain filled for the entire 
Fiscal Year, subject to any reasonable time periods required to replace existing officers or employees who leave City 
employment for any reason during that Fiscal Year. There shall be no reduction in the number of filled positions so 
designated unless authorized by a Resolution amending this Budget Resolution, in accordance with Section 507 of the Home 
Rule Charter of Pittsburgh. In adopting this Resolution it is the intention of Council to provide funding for the annual 
Budget at a level which will enable all Departments and Units of City Government so designated to he staffed, equipped 
and maintained at the levels mandated herein. 
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If, during the Fiscal Year, the Executive Branch determines that the number of employees so mandated in any program can 
be reduced without substantially effecting the level of services to be provided, the Mayor may request an amendment to 
this Resolution to accomplish that reduction, and shall include with any request of that nature the reasons for the reduction 
and evidence as to the impact of that reduction upon the level of services provided.

THE PAY FOR POSITIONS IN CODE ACCOUNTS NOS. 1102, 1475, AND 1821 THAT ARE ENGAGED IN 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT BLOCK GRANT PROGRAM ACTIVITIES SHALL BE REIMBURSED TO THE GENERAL FUND 
FROM THE COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT BLOCK GRANT PROGRAM ACCOUNT.

DEPARTMENT HEADS MAY AUTHORIZE PAYMENT OF OVERTIME AT THE RATE OF ONE AND ONE-HALF (1 1/2) TIMES 
THE REGULAR RATE OF PAY FOR ALL HOURS WORKED IN EXCESS OF EIGHT IN A WORK DAY OR FORTY HOURS IN A 
WORK WEEK OR COMPENSATORY TIME EQUAL TO OVERTIME HOURS WORKED IN EXCESS OF EIGHT (8) HOURS IN A 
WORK DAY OR COMPENSATORY TIME EQUAL TO ONE AND ONE-HALF (I 1/2) TIMES THE OVERTIME HOURS WORKED 
IN EXCESS OF FORTY (40) HOURS WORKED IN A WORK WEEK FOR NON-UNION FLSA NON-EXEMPT EMPLOYEES. 

DEPARTMENT HEADS MAY AUTHORIZE COMPENSATORY TIME OFF, OR OVERTIME, PREMIUM COMPENSATION AND 
OTHER PAY PROVISIONS AS SET FORTH IN LABOR AGREEMENTS BETWEEN THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AND CERTIFIED 
EMPLOYEE REPRESENTATIVES PURSUANT TO ACT NO. 195 OF 1970 AND ACT NO. Ill OF 1968. 

WHERE THE DEPARTMENT HEADS FIND IT NECESSARY TO ASSIGN AN EMPLOYEE TEMPORARILY OUT-OF-GRADE, 

THE DEPARTMENT HEAD MAY ALLOW COMPENSATION TO SUCH EMPLOYEE AT THE GRADE TO WHICH THE EMPLOYEE 
IS ASSIGNED. 

WHERE A JOB TITLE IS ON BOTH THE UNION AND NON-UNION GRADE AND STEP PLANS, SUCH POSITIONS HAY BE 
PAID IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPLICABLE SALARY ADVANCEMENT PROCEDURES OF THE COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
AGREEMENT. A NEW POSITION MAY BE FILLED BY A DEPARTMENT HEAD AT A STEP HIGHER OR LOWER IN THE 
BUDGETED GRADE WHEN NECESSARY TO ASSURE EQUAL PAY FOR EQUAL WORK, AS REQUIRED BY LAW, AND SUBJECT 
TO COLLECTIVE BARGAINING, WHERE APPLICABLE.

THE MAYOR. DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE. AND DEPARTMENT HEADS INCLUDING THE CITY CONTROLLER ARE AUTHORIZED 
TO GRANT INCENTIVE BONUSES TO NON-UNION EMPLOYEES SELECTED BY THE DEPARTMENT HEAD INCLUDING THE CITY 
CONTROLLER ANO APPROVED BY THE MAYOR. EACH BONUS PAYMENT SHALL NOT BE LESS THAN $500 NOR MORE THAN 
$1,500. THE MAYOR. DIRECTOR OF FINANCE AND THE CITY CONTROLLER ARE AUTHORIZED ANO DIRECTED TO PAY 
THE APPROPRIATE BONUSES TO THE EMPLOYEES SO DESIGNATED. 

THE CITY CONTROLLER IS HEREBY AUTHORIZED AND DIRECTED TO TRANSFER UNRESTRICTED CASH BETWEEN 
DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS WITHIN THE BOND FUNDS AS DIRECTED IN WRITING BY THE DIRECTOR OF FINANCE. 

IN THE EVENT THAT THERE IS A CONFLICT BETWEEN A BUDGETED PAY RATE AND A PAY RATE NEGOTIATED BETWEEN 
A UNION REPRESENTATIVE ANO THE MAYOR OR HIS REPRESENTATIVE. THE DIRECTOR OF FINANCE, AND THE CITY 
CONTROLLER ARE AUTHORIZED ANO D1RECTE0 TO PAY THE RATE NEGOTIATED BETWEEN A UNION REPRESENTATIVE AND 
THE MAYOR OR HIS REPRESENTATIVE. 

THE DIRECTOR OF FINANCE IS HEREBY AUTHORIZED AND THE CITY CONTROLLER IS HEREBY AUTHORIZED AND 
DIRECTED TO TEMPORARILY TRANSFER FUNDS FROM GENERAL FUND ACCOUNTS SELECTED BY THE FINANCE DIRECTOR 
INTO THE STADIUM AUTHORITY TRUST FUND. THE DIRECTOR OF FINANCE IS HEREBY AUTHORIZED AND THE CITY 
CONTROLLER IS HEREBY AUTHORIZED AND DIRECTED TO TRANSFER FUNOS BACK FROM THE STADIUM AUTHORITY TRUST 
FUND INTO THE GENERAL FUNO ACCOUNTS FROM WHICH THEY ORIGINALLY CAME. THIS REPAYMENT FROM THE

SHALL BE PAID FROM THE APPROPRIATE WORKER'S COMPENSATION ACCOUNT OR ANY CODE ACCOUNT AS 
DETERMINED BY THE DIRECTOR OF FINANCE WHILE HOLDING ONE OF THE ABOVE AS NEEDED POSITIONS 
IN ANY CITY DEPARTMENT. IF THERE IS ANY UNCERTAINTY AS TO THE PROPER PAYROLL ACCOUNT. 

THE DIRECTOR OF FINANCE IS AUTHORIZED TO MAKE THE FINAL DETERMINATION AND THE CONTROLLER 
IS DIRECTED TO MAKE PAYMENT AS SPECIFIED BY THE FINANCE DIRECTOR.

AT THE DIRECTION OF THE DIRECTOR OF FINANCE, THE CITY CONTROLLER IS HEREBY AUTHORIZED AND

"RESOLUTlON-adopting and approving the 1990 Capital Budget and the 1990 Community Development Block Grant 
Program; and approving the 1990 through 1995 Capital Improvement Program,” by adjusting various line items in 
conformance with City Council's 1990 Capital Budget amendments. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The 1990 Capital Budget and the 1990 Community Development Block Grant Program is hereby adopted and 
the new project authorizations and Community Development Block Grant Program categories listed therein are hereby 
approved. All other Capital Projects not previously designated as Community Development Block Grant Program 
categories and currently on the records of the City Controller which are not included in this resolution, or any subsequent 
resolution, are hereby cancelled. 

SECTION 2. The 1990 through 1995 Capital Improvement Program is hereby approved as a guide, but new project 
authorizations are made subject to approval by Council through adoption of the annual Capital Budget and 
Community Development Block Grant Program. 

SECTION 3. The City Controller and the City Treasurer are hereby authorized to place in the Bond Fund all cash currently 
on hand from the proceeds of the sale of debt and to accept reimbursement to such fund from other sources for 
expenditures made under Federal, State or private grant programs. 

SECTION 4. The City Controller and the City Treasurer are hereby authorized to transfer from the Bond Fund to the 
Sinking Fund such funds as may be received as reimbursement for Capital Projects for which Bond Anticipation Notes have 
been specifically sold in previous years to fund such reimbursable projects.

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. In accordance with the 
Act of November 30, 1967, P.L. 658, as 
amended, an Act of the Legislature of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
known as the "Business Improvement 
District Act of 1967", the East Ohio 
Street Business Improvement District is 
herewith established. 

SECTION 2. The boundaries of the 
East Ohio Street Business Improvement 
District (hereinafter "EOSBID") are 
shown on attached map and described as 
follows: 

All properties which front on East 
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Ohio Street between Cedar 
Avenue and East Street on the 
Northern side and Nash Street on 
the Southern side. 

SECTION 3. Within the designated 
"EOSBID", the following improvements 
shall be constructed at the following 
estimated costs.

(b) Drainage - $30,000 

(c) Lighting - $40,000 

(d) Landscaping & Other 
- $31,000 

SUBTOTAL - $281,000 

(e) Design & Inspection- $60,000 

(f) Contingency - $39,500 

(g) Conversion to Underground 
Electrical Service - $95,000 

TOTAL - $475,500 

The total cost of the 
improvements shall not exceed $475,500. 

SECTION 4. The total project is 
presently estimated to be $475,500. This 
amount less the proprotionate amount 
from the accounts set forth in Section 5 
herein below shall be financed by a loan 
from the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority of the City of Pittsburgh. Said 
loan will have a term (3) years and an 
approximate interest rate of 8%, but not 
to exceed 10%.

SECTION 6. Said URA loan will be 
paid in approximately equal annual or 
more frequent isntallments over a three 
(3) year period with funds to he made 
available as follows: 

The Total amount of payback is 
presently estimated to be $160,000.00. 
This amount, of 1/3 of the total 
construction costs, if the total 
construction costs are less than 
$475,500.00) shall be provided by an 
assessment of all benefited properties 
located within the East Ohio Street 
Business Improvement District as 
described in Section 2 above.

(b) Claims to secure the 
assessments shall be entered in 
the prothonotary's office of 
Allegheny County at the same 
time and in the form and shall be 
collected in the same manner as 
municipal claims are files and 
collected except that the 
following shall also apply: 

(1) Interest shall be calculated at 
a rate of 10% for all Property 
Owners who choose to pay their 
assessments in annual installments 
as provided in Section 6.a above. 

(2) In the case of default in the 
payment of any installment and 
interest for a period of thirty days 
after the same shall become due, 
then the entire assessment with 
accured in terest and penalties 
shall become due and a lien from 
the date of the installment. 
Interest shall be calculated at the 
rate of 15% from the date of any 
default in payment on any 
installement due, plus an 
additional 10% shall be added to 
the amount due and payable from 
the benefit of the City and to 
offset the City cost in collection 
of the entire assessment amount. 

(c) Any owner of property, 
aganist whom an assessment has 
been made, may pay the same in 
full, at any time, with accured 
interest thereon, and such 
payment shall discharge the lien 
of such assessment or installments 
then constituting a lien, and also 
release the claim to any later 
installments. 
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SECTION 8. The Director of the 
Department of City Planning and the 
Mayor are hereby authorized to receive 
assessment funds to repay the URA 
loan. Said funds shall be payable from 
the East Ohio Street Business 
Improvement Distrct Trust Fund 
established under Section 10. 

SECTION 9. The Director of the 
Department of City Planning and the 
Mayor are hereby authorized to enter 
into a Cooperation Agreement with the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority of City 
of Pittsburgh, in a form approved by the 
City Solicitor, providing for the URA to 
administer and carry out the project of 
the East Ohio Street Business 
Improvement District program.

No. 8. The Pittsburgh Code, Title Six- 
Conduct, Article HI-, Chapter 633-Dogs, 
by providing for a spay and neuter 
program and by further amending the 
Chapter. 

Title Six is hereby amended by 
substituting the following Chapter 633: 

633.01 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this Chapter, certain terms 
are defined as follows: 

(a) "Owner" when applied to the 
proprietorship of a dog or cat, 
includes every person having a 


right of property in such dog or 
cat and every person who keeps or 
harbors such dog or cat or has it 
in his or her care, and every 
person who permits such dog or 
cat to remain on or about any 
premises occupied by him or her. 

(b) "Kennel" means any establishment 
wherein dogs or other mammals 
are kept for the purpose of 
breeding, hunting, training, 
renting, research or vivisection, 
buying, boarding, sale, show or 
any other similar purpose and is so 
constructed that dogs or other 
mammals cannot stray therefrom. 

(c) "Impound" means to apprehend, 
catch, trap, net or if necessary to 
kill any animal by the local police 
department or authorized local 
agency. 

(d) "At Large" means any dog, cat, or 
other animal when it is off the 
property of its owner and not 
restrained by the owner, keeper or 
another competent person. 

(e) "Restraint" or "restrained" means 
when a dog or other animal is 
controlled by leash or chain not 
exceeding six feet in length. 

(f) "Veterinarian" means a Doctor of 
Veterinary Medicine who is 
graduated from sui accredited and 
recognized school of veterinary 
medicine, and possesses a license 
to practice veterinary medicine. 

(g) "Mammal" means any of the 
mam alia class of higher 
vertebrates comprising animals 
that nourish their young with milk 
secreted by mammary glands and 
have the skin more or less covered 
with hair. For purposes of this 
chapter, man is excluded from the 
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term mammal. 

(h) "Breeder" means a person, persons 
or institution which house or 
houses and/or maintain or 
maintains mammals for the 
purpose of reproduction for sale 
or exchange. "Breeder" shall not 
mean a person, persons or 
institution whose mammal or 
mammals has or have less than 
two litters per year. 

(i) "Dog" means any member of the 
canine genus. 

(j) "Impounding facilities" means any 
premises for the purpose of 
impounding and caring for 
mammals. 

633.02 DOG LICENSE REQUIRED; 
EXEMPTION AND TERM. 

(a) No person shall keep, harbor or 
maintain a dog over the age of six 
(6) months unless the owner 
obtains a license from the City 
Treasurer or his or her authorized 
agent. 

(b) The provisions of this section shall 
not apply to dogs whose owners 
are within the City for sixty (60) 
days or less or to dogs brought 
into this City for the purpose of 
participating in a dog show or 
similar event. 

(c) The license year shall be from 
June 1 to May 31 of each year. 

633.03 INFORMATION REQUIRED. 

The owner shall state at the time 
the application is made for a license, and 
upon printed forms provided for such 
purpose, his name, address, telephone 
number and the name, breed, color and 
sex of each dog for which a license is 


acquired. 

633.04 LICENSE FEE; EXCEPTIONS. 

(a) Before a license is issued, fees 
shall be paid to the City Treasurer 
or his or her authorized agent 
according to the following 
schedule: 

(1) Eight dollars ($8.00) for 
unspayed female or unneutered 
male 

dogs; 

(2) Two dollars ($2.00) for spayed 
female or neutered male dogs 

or those that are certified by a 
veterinarian to be incapable of 
breeding or being bred; 

(b) Licenses are to be issued without 
charge to "seeing-eye" or 
"hearing-ear" dogs which are 
properly trained to assist blind or 
deaf persons. 

633.05 TAG AND COLLAR; 

NONTRANSFERABLE OR LOST. 

(a) Tag and Collar. Upon payment of 
the license fee, there shall be 
issued to the owner a tag for each 
dog licensed. The tag shall be 
changed every year and shall 
have stamped thereon the year for 
which it was issued. Every owner 
shall be required to provide each 
dog which ventures upon the 
public streets, sidewalks or other 
public places with a collar to 
which such license tag shall be 
affixed. 

(b) Non-transferable and Non- 

re fundable. Dog license tags shall 
not be transferable from one dog 
to another and no refunds shall be 
made on any dog license fee 
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because of the death of dog or the 
owner leaving the City before 
expiration of the licensed period. 

(c) Lost or Stolen Tags. Tags that 

are lost or stolen may be reissued 
for the same dog upon payment of 
a fee of one dollar ($1.00). 

633.06 DOGS AT LARGE PROHIBITED. 

No person, whether as owner or 
keeper, shall permit his dog to run at 
large upon the public streets, sidewalks 
or other public places, or upon the 
property of another. A dog shall be 
restrained by the use of a leash, or a 
chain not exceeding six feet in length, at 
all times when upon public places, 
streets and parks. 


633.07 HARBORING A NUISANCE; 

EXCEPTIONS. 

(a) No person shall keep or harbor any 
dog, cat or other animal in the 
City so as to create offensive 
odors, excessive noise or 
unsanitary conditions which are a 
menace to the health, comfort or 
safety of the public, or otherwise 
permit the commission or 
existence of a nuisance as defined 
herein. 

(b) Any dog, cat or other animal, 
which by frequent and habit usd 
barking, howling, screeching, 
yelping or baying, or in any way or 
manner disturbs the quiet of any 
person or the community, or 
which disturbs or endangers the 
comfort, repose or health of 
persons, is hereby declared to be 
committing a nuisance. No owner 
or person having custody of such 
animal shall harbor or permit it to 
commit such a nuisance. 


(c) Any dog, cat or other animal 
which scratches, digs or defacates 
upon any lawn, tree, shrub, plant, 
building or any other public or 
private property, other than the 
property of the owner or person in 
charge or control of such animal, 
is hereby declared to be a 
nuisance. 

(d) No person being the owner or in 
charge or control of any dog, cat 
or other animal shall permit such 
animal to commit a nuisance on 
any school grounds, City park or 
other public property, or upon any 
private property other than that 
of the owner or person in charge 
or control of such dog, cat or 
other animal without the 
permission of the owner of such 
property. Where the owner or 
person in charge or control of 
such animal immediately removes 
all feces deposited by such animal 
and disposes of same in a sanitary 
manner, such type of nuisance 
shall be considered abated. 

(e) Persons with defective eyesight or 
hearing while relying upon a dog 
specifically trained for these 
purposes shall be exempt from 
compliance with this section. 


633.08 IMPOUNDING; NOTICE, 

REDEMPTION AND CHARGES. 

(a) Every police officer or other 
authorized agency shall impound 
every animal at large. 

(b) After the impounding of any 
animal, if the animal is licensed, 
the owner shall be notified and 
the animal shall be held for ten 
days. The owner of any 
impounded animal may reclaim 
such animal upon payment of all 
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costs and charges incurred by the 
City for impounding and 
maintenance of such animal. 


633.09 DISPOSITION OF UNCLAIMED 

ANIMALS. 

(a) Unlicensed Dogs and Other 
Animals. Any unlicensed dog or 
other animal may be adopted or 
euthanized if not redeemed or 
claimed within three business days 
after impounding. 

(b) Licensed Dogs. Any licensed dog 
may be adopted or euthanized if 
not redeemed within ten days 
from the date of an impounding 
notice to the owner of such 
licensed dog. 

(c) No animal shall be provided by the 
City to any person or institution 
for the purposes of medical 
research. 


633.10 BREEDERS. 

(a) All breeders of dogs or cats shall 
provide adequate and generally 
acceptable housing for their dogs. 

(b) All breeders shall be registered 
with the City Treasurer, and pay 
an annual fee of seventy-five 
dollars ($75.00) per year. 

633.11 KENNELS. 

All kennels shall be adequate and 
shall meet standards generally accepted 
for such structures. 


633.12 SPAYING AND NEUTERING 
PROGRAM. 

In order to encourage the 


sterilization of dogs and cats in the City 
of Pittsburgh, the City shall subsidize 
participating City residents a specified 
sum toward the cost of spaying or 
castration services in accordance with 
the following procedure: 

(a) City residents who wish to 
participate in the program shall 
obtain vouchers in person at the 
Office of the the City Treasurer. 

(b) City residents may submit the 
voucher to any veterinarian 
performing surgery in the City of 
Pittsburgh and participating in the 
City's spaying and neutering 
program. 

(c) The City of Pittsburgh shall 
compensate participating 
veterinarians according to the 
following schedule: 

(1) Dog spays: thirty dollars 
($30.00), sixty dollars ($60.00) 
for low income individuals. 

(2) Dog castrations: fifteen dollars 
($15.00), thirty dollars 

($30.00) for low income 
individuals 

(3) Cat spays: fifteen dollars 
($15.00), thirty dollars ($30.00) 
for low income individuals. 

(4) Cat castrations: fifteen dollars 
($15.00), thirty dollars 

($30.00) for low income 
individuals. 

(d) The City Treasurer shall 
promulgate regulations necessary 
to implement the Spay and 
Neutering Program. Low income 
status shall be shown by a 
Department of Public Assistance 
Card. 
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633.13 PROGRAM LIMITATION; 
FUNDING 

The total expenditure of funds for 
payment to veterinarians shall not 
exceed $75,000.00 per year. 
Vouchers shall be distributed on a 
"first come, first served" basis 
until the $75,000.00 allowance is 
exhausted, with a limit of four 
vouchers per household per year. 
Funds for this program may be 
provided from the Animal Control 
and Welfare Trust Fund. 


633.14 PENALTY AND VIOLATION. 

(a) An owner or keeper whose dog is 
found to have bitten someone 
while running at large shall be 
fined seventy-five dollars 
($75.00), plus costs, if it is a first 
offense. The penalty shall be 
three hundred and fifty dollars 
($350.00), plus costs, for each 
subsequent offense, and in default 
thereof, imprisonment not 
exceeding 72 hours. 

(b) Any person violating Section 
633.12 or making false 
representations under Section 
633.12 shall be fined three 
hundred and fifty dollars 
($350.00), plus costs, if it is a first 
offense. The penalty shall be six 
hundred dollars ($600.00) for each 
subsequent offense, and in default 
thereof, imprisonment not 
exceeding 72 hours. 

(c) Any person violating any other 
provision of this ordinance shall 
be fined fifty dollars ($50.00), plus 
costs, if it is a first offense. The 
penalty shall be three hundred and 
fifty dollars ($350.00), plus costs, 
for each subsequent offense, and 
in default thereof, imprisonment 
not exceeding 72 hours.

responsibility for investigating the 
historical and artistic background 
of any present name of a public 
facility or property when name 
changes are recommended or 
suggested; the Commission shall 
also create guidelines and 
specifications for any proposed 
name changes and adoption of 
names for new facilities or 


properties in the City of 
Pittsburgh. The Commission shall 
report in writing to the Mayor and 
City Council on any 
recommendations or suggestions. 

(b) The Commission, upon a request by 
the Mayor, City Council, or a City 
Department and acting by a 
quorum of appointed members shall 
have the power and jurisdiction

(5) Traffic generation 
characteristics in relation to street 
capacity, classification and 
existing and projected traffic 
volumes; 

(d) Procedure. The procedures 
listed hereunder shall be followed in ther 
review and approval of Site and Building 
Plan in the C3-H District. 

(1) The applicant shall request a 
preliminary review of the Site and 
Building Plan by filing an 
application for preliminary review 
with the Administrator. 

(2) The Administrator shall 
prescribe the required form and 
content of application plans and 
documents, which may be in 
schematic or preliminary form and 
which may include a site plan; 
building elevations; building and 
site perspective drawings; 
information on building size, 
height, proposed uses, traffic 
generation characteristics and 
other plans and information 
sufficient to illustrate the proposed 
development and its relation to 
adjacent buildings, streets and open 


spaces. 

(3) An application for final review 
and approval of a Site and Building 
Plan shall be filed with the 
Administrator when all of the 
requirements contained in this 
chapter of the Zoning Ordinance 
and all applicable requirements 
contained in other provisions of 
this Zoning Ordinance have been 
fulfilled, including the review 
criteria specified in subsection 
956.04(c). The Administrator shall 
prescribe the form and content of 
plans and documents required for 
final review of the Site and 
Building Plan. 

(4) After a public hearing, the 
Commission shall approve a Site 
and Building Plan if it finds that 
the plan is in conformance with 
this Zoning Ordinance and with the 
adopted plans and policy documents 
for the area surrounding the 
requested development. In so 
doing, the Commission shall include 
description of the specific site 
improvements, off-site 
improvements and development 
characteristics upon which its 
approval is conditioned; and these 
conditions shall be binding upon the 
applicant. 

(5) The Commission shall 
disapprove a Site and Building Plan 
if it finds that the plan is not in 
conformance with this Zoning 
Ordinance or with the adopted 
plans and policy documents for the 
district.

$426,000.00 per year from the Authority 
for Improvements to Municipalities, 
through and including the 2011. 
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WHEREAS, it is necessary that the 
City of Pittsburgh (hereinafter called 
"City") borrow annually from the 
Authority for Improvements to 
Municipalities ("AIM") the sum of 
$426,000.00 for the purpose of street 
maintenance in the municipality; and 

WHEREAS, the City has received 
cost estimate indicating the sum of 
$426,000.00 will be needed to complete 
the current project; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
ORDAINED AND ENACTED by the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh, and it 
is hereby enacted by the Authority of 
same as follows: 

SECTION 1. The aggregate 
principal amount of the proposed 
obiligation per annum of the City is 
$426,000.00 same to be issued for the 
foregoing purpose. 

SECTION 2. the period of useful 
life of the improvements for which this 
obiligation is to be issued is estimated to 
be in excess for 22 years. 

SECTION 3. In consideration of 
the deferred loan of the fund al AIM to 
the City, the City agrees that, as a 
condition of eligilbility to receive 
payments hereunder, the following shall 
apply: 

I. The City will disburse funds in an 
olderly manner in accordance with 
the municipal facilities approved by 
the City Treasurer; 

II. The City shall provide for the 
erection of a sign or signs at a 
mutually agreeable location at or 
near the municipal projects or 
maintenance of municipal facilities 
for which the AIM Deferred Loan- 
1989 funds have been provided, 
indentifying AIM as a source of the 


funding; 

IH. The municipal projects and/or 
the maintenance of facilties shall be 
a type which shall benefit a 
significant number of non-city 
residents; 

IV. Upon request of the AIM Board, 
the City shall provide the AIM Board 
with any and all financial 
information as to any of the 
municipal projects or maintenance 
of facilities to which the AIM funds 
are applied; 

V. The City shall specifically 
indemnify AIM, its officers, 
directors and employees, aganist any 
and all actions claims and demands, 
including any claims for the 
negligence of AIM, its officers, 
directors and employees, arising out 
of the following: 

a. The amount of Four Hundred 
Twenty Six Thousand ($426,000-00) 
Dollars from AIM to the City of 
Pittsburgh for the year 1989 for 
municipal projects or the 
maintenance of municipal facilities; 

b. The said Four Hundred Twenty 
Six Thousand ($426,000.00) Dollars is 
acknowledged to be consideration 
for an indemnification agreement by 
the City in favor of AIM, its 
officers, administrators, director, 
and employees, It is further averred 
by AIM and acknowledged by the 
City that the Board members of 
AIM, its officers and directors, are 
public servants who receive no 
salary and who serve at the request 
of the Commissioners of Allegheny 
County to administer funds and do 
public works in accordance with By- 
Laws and Charter of AIM. 

VI. The City, as a result of the 
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above, hereby agrees to indemnify 
AIM, its officers, directors and 
employees, and hold each and every 
one of them harmless from and 
aganist any claims for damages, 
laibility, incluidng neglience of the 
AIM officers, directors, and 
employees, torts, loss of efficiency 
or creation of deficits in AIM funds, 
including attorneys fees and other 
costa and expenses incident to any 
claim, suit, action or proceeding, 
arising out of or resutling from: 

a. The transfer of loan funds in the 
amount Four Hundred Twenty Six 
Thousand ($426,000.00) Dollars 
through the action of AIM, its 
officer, directors and employees to 
the City; 

b. The use of the same money by 
the City in any endeavors listed in 
this particular contract; 

c. The claims of anyone challenging 
in any way, in law, equity or 
otherwise, including neglience of the 
AIM officers, directors and 
employees, the transfer of funds 
from AIM; 

d. The claims of any individual in 
law, equity or otherwise, claiming 
directly or indirectly, that the 
Agreement of the City relative to 
Three Rivers Stadium, the owners of 
the Pittsburgh Pirates, the 
obiligations of baseball players' 
contracts, the surpluses or deficits 
of three rivers Stadium, the Pirates 
or the City, or any other entity, in 
any way related to any of the 
contracts mentioned herein, or any 
contracts arising with relation 
hereto or with relation to Three 
Rivers Stadium, the Pittsburgh 
Pirates players performance 
contracts, maintenance contracts, 
City deficits, City surpluses, or any 


fiscal relationship between the City 
of Pittsburgh, the County of 
Allegheny and any of the other 
individuals mentioned herein, 
including claims of or finding of 
negligence of AIM, its officers, 
directors and employees. 

e. Any lawsuit claiming, in law, 
equity or otherwise, that AIM, its 
officers, diretcors and employees, 
are liable or subsequently found to 
be liable for any action alleged in 
any lawsuit, including neglience, no 
matter or what type and what cause; 

f. Any action taken by AIM, its 
officer, directors and employees, 
wherein a claim in law, equity or 
otherwise is made, claiming that a 
loss has occured to any municipal 
entity or any qualified entity to 
receive grants or loans from AIM as 
a result of the transfer of Four 
Hundred Twenty Thousand 
($426,000.00) Dollars to the City; or 

g. Any claim of any kind being 
made against AIM, its officers, 
directors or employees, for any 
combination or nay of the above, 
including findings or neglience on 
the part of AIM, is officer, directors 
and employees. 

VH. AIM hereby agrees to notify the 
City immediately upon receipt of 
any demand, whether written or 
oral, that any claim or demand 
whatsoever exists or has been 
asserted or has been threatended 
which would constutute a claim or 
demand hereunder to be indemnified 
by tehy City; 

VUI. AIM further agrees, through its 
officers, directors and employees, 
that it shall promtly notify the City 
of all of the facts within its 
knowledge with respect to any such 
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claim or demand; 

IX. Under this Indemnification 
Agreement, the City, upon receipt 
of notice of any claim or demand to 
AIM, shall accept the said claim and 
defend it on the merits by either the 
City Law Department of a firm 
selected by the City Law 
Department to defend such claim. 
All costs and expenses of the 
defense of such claims, including 
any claims or findings or neglience 
on the part of AIM, its officers, 
director and employees, adn further 
including the right to appeal to 
court with the highest appellate 
jurisdication, shall be borne by the 
City; 

X. In the event, for any reason 
arising out of the any claim of 
demand relating to the subject loan, 
AIM, its officer, director, or 
employees, shall have what is 
deemed to be legal conflict of 
interest, including a conflict arising 
out of claims or findings or 
neglience of AIM its officers, 
directors, or employees, then the 
City shall defend such person and 
pay the costs and expenses of 
investigation!, litigation and appeals 
with regard to such individual; 

XI. If a verdict shall be rendered on 
matters sucject to the forgoing 
indeminifications, including findings 
or neglience aganist AIM, its 
officers, directors and employees, or 
any one of them, the City shall 
determinate whether to appeal, pay, 
compromise and/or settle said 
verdict, and shall be responsible for 
payment thereof, including costs. 

XII. It is specifically agreed upon 
between the City and AIM that the 
AIM officer, directors and 
employees shall not be responsible 


for the payment of any monies, 
whatsoever with regard to any 
portion of any type of lawsuit listed 
herein, including claims of findings 
or neglience of the ATM Officers, 
directors and employees, or the 
investigation, settlement, verdict, 
appeal or retrial or any such lawsuit, 
and that the City shall soley be 
responsible for the indemnification, 
defense and costs of the same to 
AIM, its officers, directors and 
employ; 

XIH. It is father agreed that under 
this indemnification Agreement, it 
shall continue to protect the 
executors, administrators or heir of 
any AIM officers, director of 
employee, including claims of or 
findings or personal neglience where 
such individuals shall die or become 
legally incapble of appearance prior 
to final completion of the said 
lawsuit; 

XVI. It is further agreed that all 
provisions of the within 
indemnification shall be appliable to 
the present and future AIM Board 
members, whih are in any related to 
the subject loan. 

SECTION 4. The said loan is 
hereby declared to be a general 
obligation of the City thereof in 
accordance with the Resolution of the 
City Council of Pittsburgh duly enacted 
on October 14, 1986, effective October 
20, 1986, anbd recorded in Resolution 
Book Volum 120, Page 962, on October 
20, 1986, and teh Agreement, dated 
October 28, 1988, between AIM and the 
City a copy of which Agreement is 
attached hereto as Exhibit W A”. 

SECTION 5. The form of the City's 
obligation shall her as set forth in 
Exhibit "A" hereto. 

SECTION 6. The Agreement shall 
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be exceuted in the name and under the 
corporate seal of the City by its Mayor 
and attested to be the Secretary. The 
Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to deliver said Agreement to 
the purchaser, and receive payment 
therefor on behalf of the City. 

SECTION 7. The loan shall be 
repaid by the City to AIM,a s follows: 

(a) REPAYMENT-SALE OF 
BASEBALL FRANCHISE 

In the event that the Major League 
Baseball Franchise owned by the 
Pittsburgh Associates is sold 
anytime between the year 1989 and 
up to and including the year 2011, 
then in the event, the City hereby 
agrees to pay to AIM all outstanding 
deferred loan amounts of principal, 
plus eight percent (8%) simple 
interst thereon, provided, however, 
that the amount of the City's 
repayment to AIM of the deferred 
loan shall not exceed fifty percent 
(50%) of the net proceeds of the 
repayment of the Economic 
Development Loan of the URA by 
Pittsburgh Associates; 

(b) REPAYMENT-PRFITS OF 
PITTSBURGH ASSOCIATES 

In the event that Pittsburgh 
Associates makes any profits from 
the operation of the Major League 
Baseball Franchise and begins to 
partially repay the URA Economic 
Development Loan, then and in that 
event, the City agrees to pay AIM 
fifty percent 50%) of the net partial 
repayment of URA economic 
Development Loan. This amount 
shall be credited aganist the total 
amount of deferred loans made by 
AIM to the City pursuant to this 
contract or any subsequent 
contracts. 


SECTION 8. the members of the 
governing body have determined that a 
private sale by negotiation rather than 
public sale is in the best interest of the 
City. Therefore, the Agreement 
evidencing the loan in the amount of 
accordance ith AIM’s proposal to accept 
the Agreement and lend the aforesaid 
$426,000.00, provided the said 
Agreement is dated the date of delivery 
thereof to AIM and is in the form set 
forth in the attachement Agreement. 

SECTION 9. The action of the 
proper officers and the advertising of a 
summary of the Ordinance as required by 
law in a newspaper of general circulation 
is ratified and confirmed. The 
advertisement in said paper of the 
enactment of the Ordinance is hereby 
directed within fifteen (15) days 
following the day of final enactment. 

It is further acknowledged that for 
the consideration given by AIM, the 
Agreement contains an inderainification 
clause for AIM, its officers, directors, 
administrators, employees and their 
successors and assigns. 

SECTION 10. All Ordinances or 
parts of Ordinance not in accord with 
this Ordinance are hereby repealed 
insofar as they conflict herewith.

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code, 
Title One, "Administrative", Article VII, 
"Procedures", Chapter 161, "Contracts" 
is hereby supplemented by the addition 
of Section 161.22 which reads as follows: 

161.22. DEBARMENT FROM BIDDING 
ON AND PARTICIPATING IN CITY 
CONTRACTS. 

(a) Definitions. The following words 
and phrases when used in this 
Section shall have the meanings 
given to them in this Section unless 
the context clearly indicates 
otherwise: 

(1) "Affiliate" - Persons are

affiliates if, directly or indirectly, 

(i) either one controls or can 
control the other, or (ii) a third 
controls or can control both. 

(2) "Agent" - Any director, 
officer, servant, employee or other 
person authorized to act on behalf 
of the corporation or association 
and, in the case of an 
unincorporated association, a 
member of the association. 

(3) "Conviction" - An entry of a 
plea of guilty or a plea of nolo 
contendere, or a verdict of guilty 
by a jury or a judge sitting without 
a jury. 

(4) "Enterprise" - Any individual, 
partnership, corporation, business, 
company, association or other legal 
entity and any union or group of 
individuals associated in fact 
although not a legal entity, 
engaged in commerce. 

(5) "High managerial agent" - An 
officer of a corporation or an 
unincorporated association, 
company or business or, in the case 
of a partnership, a partner, or any 
other agent of a corporation, 
company, business or association 
having duties or such responsibility 
that his conduct may fairly be 
assumed to represent the policy of 
the corporation or association. 

(6) "Person" - An individual, 
corporation, partnership, 
unincorporated association, or 
other public or private entity. 

(7) "Substantial stockholder" - A 
stockholder who, in the aggregate, 
directly or indirectly, owns or 
controls 5% of the outstanding 
securities of any one class of stock. 


(b) Cwtain Persons and Enterprises 
Prohibited from Bidding on and 
Participating in City Contracts. 

Any person or enterprise who has 
been convicted of, or been judged civilly 
to have committed, any offense 
indicating a lack of business integrity or 
honesty, shall be debarred from bidding 
on any contract which requires bidding 
and from participating in any City 
contract. Said offense shall include, but 
not be limited to, any of the following: 

(1) Fraud or a criminal offense in 
connection with obtaining, 
attempting to obtain or performing 
a public or private contract or 
agreement or subcontract, or in the 
performance of the contract or 
subcontracts; 

(2) Bribery, embezzlement, false 
claims, false statements, 
falsification or destruction of 
records, forgery, racketeering, 
mail fraud, receiving stolen 
property, obstruction of justice, 
theft, or breach of duty to act 
disinterestedly, or another offense 
indicating a lack of business 

integrity or honesty; 

(3) Unlawful price fixing 
between competitors, allocation of 
customers between competitors, 
bid rigging or any other violation of 
federal or state antitrust laws; 

(4) Violation of a governing hour 

of labor, minimum wage standards 
or prevailing wage standards, 
discrimination in wages or child 
labor violations; 

(5) Violation of any section of 

the Civil Rights Act of 1968, the 
Pennsylvania Human Relations Act, 
the City of Pittsburgh’s Human 
Relations Ordinance, any 
affirmative action, civil rights or 
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nondiscrimination law, executive 
order, rule, plan or regulation, or 
violation of any affirmative action 
or nondiscrimination provisions 
included in any agreement or 
contract; 

(6) Violation of any law, 
regulation or agreement relating to 
conflict of interest; 

(7) Loss or denial of the right to 
do business or practice a profession 
under a circumstance indicating a 
lack of business integrity or 
honesty; 

(8) Failure to pay a debt, 
including any taxes, owed to the 
City of Pittsburgh, provided the 
debt is uncontested by the debtor 
or, if contested, provided that the 
debtor's legal and administrative 
remedies have been exhausted; 

(9) Subcontracting or otherwise 
doing business with a debarred 
person or enterprise, in connection 
with a contract with the City of 
Pittsburgh, where it is known or 
where it reasonably should have 
been known, that the person or 
enterprise is debarred; 

(10) Willful or material failure to 
perform the terms of a contract or 
agreement in accordance with 
specifications or within 
contractural time limits; 

(11) A record of failure to 
perform or of unsatisfactory 
performance in accordance with 
the terms of one or more 
contracts, provided that the failure 
or unsatisfactory performance was 
within a reasonable period of time 
preceeding the determination to 
debar and was caused by acts 
within the control of the person or 


enterprise debarred; 

(12) Violation of election laws; 

(13) Providing false or misleading 
information as part of a 
prequalification statement, 
including but not limited to 
financial statements, equal 
opportunity employment forms, 
affidavits of compliance with 
prevailing wage statutes and 
product descriptive literature; 

(14) Debarment or equivalent 
exclusionary action by any public 
agency, government or government 
instrumentality; 

(15) Decertification as a minority 
or women enterprise; 

(16) Other cause affecting 
responsibility as a City contractor 
or vendor as may be determined by 
the City. 

(c) Responsible Bidders. 

No person or enterprise which falls 
within the provisions of subsection 
(b) of this Section shall be 
considered a responsible bidder on 
any City contract. 

(d) Debarment. 

(1) Evidence. The existence of a 
cause for debarment under this 
ordinance will be established by 
conviction or a judgment obtained 
in a court of competent jurisdiction 
or by determination by the 
appropriate body. 

(2) Conditions. The existence of 
any of the causes set forth in 
Section 161.22(b) (relating to cause 
for debarment) does not necessarily 
require that a person or enterprise 
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be debarred. In each instance, the 

decision will be made in the 
discretion of the Director of the 

Department of General Services 

and the Mayor, unless otherwise 

required by law, and will be 
rendered in the best interests of 

the City. 

(3) Term. All debarments under 
this Section shall be for a 
reasonable, definitely stated period 
of time commensurate with the 
seriousness of the cause 
therefore. As a general rule, 
debarment will not exceed three 
years. Debarment may be for a 
longer period of time where the 
offense is willful and egregious 
providing that notice thereof is 
furnished. 

(4) Parties affected. Debarment 
may include all known affiliates 
provided that each decision to 
include an affiliate is made on a 
case-by-case basis after giving due 
regard to all relevant facts and the 
circumstances. The commission of 
an offense listed in subsection (b) 
of this Section by an individual, 
agent, officer or substantial 
stockholder, shall be imputed to 
the enterprise with which he, she 
or they are connected, when such 
impropriety involved was 
performed in the course of official 
duty, operation of an enterprise, or 
with the knowledge or approval of 
the enterprise. 

(5) Waiver. A waiver to 
debarment may be granted by the 
City if one or all of the following 
circumstances determine the public 
interest would best be served by 
such waiver: 

(A) if debarment would be 
inconsistent with public 


interest; 

(B) if debarment would result in 
unreasonable cost to the 
City; 

(C) if the material or service is 
not otherwise reasonably 
available or of satisfactory 
quality. 

Such waiver shall be granted by the 
City Department Director out of 
whose line item funds are 
allocated, but only with approval of 
the Mayor. Mitigating factors may 
be considered in determining 
whether a waiver is warranted. 

(e) Procedure. 

(1) Notice. The Director of the 
Department of General Services 

shall furnish the person or 
enterprise and its known affiliates 
with written notice of debarment 
setting forth the specific reasons 
for the proposed debarment. 

(2) Any person or enterprise 
receiving a letter of debarment 

from the Director of the 
Department of General Services 

may request a hearing within ten 

(10) days of the date of mailing of 

said notice. The appeal shall set 

out reasons why the person or 
enterprise should not be debarrred. 

(3) The appeal shall be filed with 
the Director of the Department of 

General Services. The Director 

shall notify the affected person or 

enterprise of the place and time of 

the hearing within five (5) days of 

the receipt of the appeal. The 
hearing shall be held within fifteen 

(15) days of the receipt of the 
appeal unless otherwise agreed to 

by the person or enterprise and the 
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Director. 

(4) The cause for debarment 
must be established by a 
preponderance of the evidence* If 

the debarment is based upon a 

conviction, a civil judgment, a 
debarment by another government 

or public agency or a determination 
by an appropriate body with 

competent jurisdiction, the 
standard shall be deemed to have 
been met. 

(f) Bidders to File Affidavit. 

All bidders on and parties to City 
contracts shall file with their bid or 
prior to commencing performance 
an affidavit stating that they are 
not prohibited from entering their 
bid or participating in a City 
contract by reason of 
disqualification under subsection (b) 
of this Section. The affidavit shall 
be signed under penalty of perjury. 

(g) Certain Contracts Terminated. 

In the event a contract is entered 
into in violation of subsection (b) of 
this Section, such contract shall be 
terminated, if practicable, and no 
action in quantum meruit shall be 
permitted for recovery against the 
City. 

(h) Regulations. 

The City may promulgate 
regulations necessary to implement 
this Section. 

(i) Interpretation. 

This Section shall be liberally 
construed and strictly enforced.

263.01 LEVY AND RATE ON 
LANDS AND BUILDINGS. 

Effective January 1, 1990, for the 
purpose of providing revenue for the 
payment of the ordinary current 
expenses of the City, for the payment of 
interest on the funded and floating 
indebtedness of the City, and of the 
constituent units constituting the present 
City, created prior to their annexation to 
or consolidation with the City, for the 
payment of the amounts required to be 
paid to the several sinking funds for the 
retirement at maturity of the 
outstanding indebtedness of the City, and 
of the constituent units constituting the 
present City, created prior to their 
annexation to or consolidation with the 
City, due or to become due during the 
fiscal year beginning January 1, 1990, 
and ending December 31, 1990, and for 
the payment of other liabilities of the 
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City due or to become due during the 
fiscal year beginning January 1, 1990, 
and ending December 31, 1990, the 
following taxes shall be and the same are 
hereby levied and assessed upon all real 
property taxable for State, County and 
City purposes within the limits of the 
City, viz: one hundred and eighty-four 
and one-half (184.5) mills upon each
